REMARKS 

Applicants cancel claims 1 and 3-21 and amend claim 2. New claims 22-37 have been 
added. The Examiner has restricted the prosecution to one of eight inventions under 35 U.S.C. § 
121. Applicants elect Group I (claims 2-4) for further prosecution on the merits. The elected 
claims are drawn to methods of treating hepatitis delta infection comprising administering to a
